Harrisburg, Oct, 30 (AP) — Penn­ 
sylvania on Wednesday will creep 
another step nearer to bringing the 
number of places where liquor Is 
sold, down to the number that the 
1939 legislature 
figured the state 
should have. 
With the sta rt of a new licensing 
year November I for dispensers in 
the Philadelphia - Bucks - Delaware 
county district, about 150 m erchants 
of liquor and beer will be unable to 
get new permits. 
About 50 of them were considered 
“bad actors" by the liquor control 
board, a spokesman said today; the 
other IOO “failed to measure up to 
the board’s standards’’ in such m at- 
tf rs us being bona fide eating places. 
These 150 are the second group to 
fall by the wayside since the legis­ 
lature enacted a law establishing the 
ratio of one liquor-seller to each 
1,000 of population. 
About 224 places across northern 
Pennsylvania were denied new per­ 
mits when the Jicense-renewal time 
for th a t district arrived August I. 
However, about half of those were 
granted licenses later, either by court __ 
order or by convincing the board j 
their 
t. tablishm ents 
h a d 
b e e n 
brought up to par. 
Approximately 7,000 more places 
must 
either 
go 
out 
of 
business 
through failure or through revoca­ 
tion of permits, before the number 
throughout the state gets down to 
the approxim ately 13,000 under the 
one-to-a-thousand ratio. 
“The philosophy is th at the legis­ 
lature, when it passed the first liquor 
legislation 
(since repeal) in 1933, 
wanted to m ake It easy for whoever 
wanted to go into business, to have 
a chance,” the spokesman explained.

Macon, Mo., Oct. 30 (AP)—'Three 
Missouri counties sought custody to­ 
day of Earnest P. (Larry) Pletch, 
and confessed slayer of his compan­ 
ion in a dramatic m id-air struggle. 
Pletch, who told Indiana authori­ 
ties he fatally shot Carl Bivens, 38- 
year-old Brookfield, Missouri, flying 
instructor after they quarreled in a 
plane over northeastern Missouri, 
faced possible charges of first de­ 
gree murder, kidnaping and airplane 
theft by Macon, Linn and Shelby 
counties. 
Prosecuting Attorney Fred C. Bel­ 
low, of Shelby county, said a con­ 
ference was planned by prosecuting 
attorneys of the three counties to 
decide which would prefer charges 
against the man. 
Boliow expressed 
the belief Bivens was killed while in 
the air over Macon county, although 
his body was found in a thicket near 
Cherry Box, in Shelby county. 
Flying alone in a yellow mono­ 
plane. Pletch was arrested when he 
made a forced landing at Blooming­ 
ton, Indiana, Saturday night, almost 
at the same time Bivens' body was 
found. Coroner C W Musgrove said 
the instructor had been shot twice 
in the head. 
Pletch ls held in the Macon county 
jail here, where he was lodged after 
a hurried trip from Indianapolis. 
Officers said he did not appear tired 
bul made no comment 
Planned to C rash Plane 
The Frankford, indiana, man was 
turned over to Missouri authorities 
near the lUinois-Indiana state line 
Sunday night after he had been 
taken to Indianapolis where he re­ 
lated his story of death in the sky 
before State Police Superintendent 
Don F. Stiver. 
Pletch told officers he planned to 
crash the plane, k'lling himself, but 
lost his nerve. 
In a signed statement, he related 
he received "an hour and a half in­ 
structions” 
from 
Bivens 
Friday 
morning. 
Pletch said he then proposed they 
"go to Mexico” in the plane Bivens 
had borrowed, and Bivens, “after 
studying for a while.” agreed. 
He said they went aloft immedi­ 
ately 
and 
headed 
east, 
to 
visit 
Pletch’s well-to-do 
parents on 
a 
farm near Frankfort. 
Tile disagreement started, the con­ 
fession continued, when Bivens in- ] 
quired if Pletch was armed and the 
youth answered he “carried a gun j 
with the intention of trading it for 
gasoline if necessary.” 
"3ivcns then stated he was with­ 
drawing from our plan to steal the ! 
plane and also said that he was go- I 
mg to land the plane and 'turn me j 
In.* 


Fell Against Controls 


“ I told him that he was as much I 
responsible for the plan as I and 
that he was not going to double- 
cross me. 
"At this time Bivens was in the 
front seat of the plane and I was 


in the rear. 
Both of us were hand­ 
ling the dual controls. 
After we 
had 
argued 
for a 
while Bivens 
reached back at me with his right 
arm and pulled me forward. 
"As he pulled me forward my 
body pushed the control stick for­ 
ward and the plane went into a 
power dive. 
We grappled for a few 
seconds and I realized if we kept 
on fighting we would crash. 
“I pulled the revolver x x x and 
fired two shots, both of which hit 
him in the back of the head, x x x 
His body slumped forward on the 
controls, causing the plane to con­ 
tinue its dive, 
I reached forward 
and pulled his body back away from 
the controls and after a few seconds 
I got the plane straightened out.” 
Fifteen minutes later, he contin­ 
ued, he "sighted a suitable landing 
field,” and landed. 
He taxied near 
a fence, removed Bivens’ body, and 
"took off again.” 
“I didn’t know what to do then, 
but I finally decided to fly back to 
Frankfort 
and 
crash 
the 
plane 
against my father’s barn, killing my­ 
self. But when I got over Frankfort 
I couldn’t force the ship into a 
crash.” 
Shortly before he was removed 
from jail in Indiana, he visited for 
nearly 20 minutes with his parents. 
Deputy Sheriff Jam es Martin said 
the parents told their son, “try to 
make your peace with God; that’s 
the only thing left.” 
Pletch was- married a month ago 
at Palmyra, Missouri, and Hannibal 
police detained his wife for ques­ 
tioning but later released her after 
she said she had not seen her hus­ 
band for more than 24 hours prior to 
the slaying and had no knowledge of 
his plans. 
“ It was a great shock to me,” po­ 
nce said ‘ lie sobbed. 
Pletch also was identified as the 
"flying Lochinvar” who took a 17- 
year-old Vernon, 111., girl on a ro­ 
mantic five-day flying trip through 
Missouri and Illinois last summer, 
begging her to marry him. Releasing 
tier at Charleston.
